The  nredeoeSsSor  of  Dr.  rcwles  l&id  down  his 
office  artid  universal  resnect  and  good  will.  Tne  Viethodist  Cnurch  has 
oroduced  irany  great  leaders;,  tut  two  stand  out  nredinently  because  of  their 
services  to  tne  cause'  of  Mducation,  not  only  to  their  own  denomination  but 
to  the  country  at  large.  A  ledorial  to  the  one!,  Dr.  F'gerton  Ryersoh, 
stands  in  front  of  Ine  Norrral  School:  the  work  of  the  other,  Dr.  Burwash, 
iis  fittingly  Gonmeirorated  in  the'  hall  of  the-  beautiful  suite  oi  buildings 
lust  erected  for  Victoria  College.
